WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Secretary 


of the Navy Daniels today announced 
his strenuous opposition to proposals 
that the U. S., Great Britain and Japan 
enter into an agreement to suspend 
naval construction for a period of five 
years. 


"The United States must have tho 


strongest navy in the world or go Into 
the league of nations," the secretary 
said. 


Daniels declared the proposal for 


an agreement for suspension of naval 
construction would simply be getting 
back to the old era which brot on the 
world war.
